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BI-LO BONUS BUCKS

The Alaska Bi-Lo stores operated primarily in the 1970s and were composed of a group of 
independent grocers in South Central Alaska who joined together to advertise under the Inde- 
pendent Bi-Lo Stores name. The Alaska Bi-Lo stores had no connection to the large Bi-Lo 
grocery chain located mainly in the Southeastern part of the United States and the Bi-Lo 
Bucks state on their face “Good only in Alaska.” Some of the Alaska Bi-Lo stores, such as 
the Market Basket in Spenard, traced their origins to Keith Lesh who operated the first self- 
service grocery store in Anchorage in 1938, which later grew to a chain of 15 stores in Alaska. 
Lesh and his partner sold off the stores to various buyers in the 1960s. 


The Alaska Bi-Lo 
stores at their peak 
numbered at least 15 
stores. During the 
1970s the Anchor-

Lights), Food Giant Bi-Lo (9th & C St.), Sand Lake Bi-Lo (Jewel Lake Rd.), South Center Bi- 
Lo (O’Malley & New Seward Hwy.), College Gate Bi-Lo (Northern Lights & Boniface) and 
Muldoon Bi-Lo (Muldoon Rd.).

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In addition to the regular use of the Bonus Bucks to 
purchase featured items at a discount or for free, the 
Bi-Lo Stores also ran a Bi-Lo Bellringer program. 
The Bi-Lo Bellringer would stop at randomly selected 
homes and ask residents if they had 100 or more 
Bonus Bucks. If they did, a prize would be awarded. 


Bi-Lo Bonus Bucks were so popular in the 1970s 
that several Anchorage organizations used the Bo- 
nus Bucks to raise money for non-profit projects. In 
1971 the Anchorage Jaycees launched a twelve week 
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drive to collect 100,000 Bi-Lo Bonus Bucks to con- 
struct a new farm corral at the Anchorage Zoo. As 
part of the drive the Jaycees displayed farm animals 
on a rotating basis at all the Bi-Lo stores and had Bi- 
Lo collection boxes located nearby. In another 1971 
fund raiser, Bi-Lo redeemed 270,000 Bi-Lo Bucks 
for $2,000 in cash to be applied toward the construc- 
tion of an animal shelter for the Alaska Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. In 1972 the 
Alaska Kidney Foundation collected Bi-Lo Bonus 
Bucks to raise $1,000 for the purchase of a kidney 
machine for Anchorage Community Hospital. 


Bi-Lo stores were so well known in the 1970s that 
Larry Beck, often referred to as Alaska’s Good Will 
Ambassador or Alaska’s Poet Laureate, composed a 
Bi-Lo jingle for the Mother Moose Show, a popular 
children’s show on Anchorage TV station KTVA. 


By the early 1980s the Bi-Lo marketing program had 
disappeared from South Central Alaska. The 
Muldoon Bi-Lo burned in a large arson fire in 1976. 


BI-LO BONUS BUCKS, cont. 


As for the other Bi-Lo stores, 
even with their combined adver- 
tising campaign, most indepen- 
dent stores were unable to suc- 
cessfully compete with the larger 
food store chains. The building 
that housed the Family Market 
Bi-Lo is now the New Sagaya 
City Market, an Asian specialty 
food store. The Market basket Bi- 
Lo in Spenard had the misfortune 
to be located near both a Safeway 
and Carr’s Quality Center (before 
the two combined) and closed in 
1973. Upon its closing the build- 
ing was used as a carpet clearance 
center and then a youth employ- 
ment office. The Market Basket 
building now houses a restaurant 
and a couple of other businesses. 
Other Bi-Lo stores similarly 
faded away. Today the general 
grocery market in Alaska is domi- 
nated by Carrs/Safeway, Fred 
Meyers, Wal-Mart and Costco.

Food Stamp tokens and credit clips are listed in the Token and Medal Society 
Journal by Ron Benice. Most of these are unlisted. We believe that all of the following are from Anchorage.

MILITARY CHITS 


Recently, four different sets of military chits from 
Alaska bases appeared on eBay (see Prices Realized). 
There was one previously unreported chit, and chits 
not pictured in Benice. 


The unreported chit was from Eielson A.F.B. 
Airman’s Annex to the N.C.O. Open Mess, a 25¢ 
chit in tan (B-4unl). It was accompanied by two 50¢ 
chits, both red and green (B-3c, I and II). 


The 25¢ chit was number 3001, while the two 50¢ 
chits were both 3503. I find it interesting that the 
two 50¢ chits are the same number. Were there two 
different color 50¢ chits in the same booklet? Seems 
likely. And that number, 3503, is the same as the chits 
illustrated in Benice. 


Also offered were chits from Galena Officers’ Open 
Mess, 5072nd A.B. Sq. (B-2, a-c). These are not il- 
lustrated in Benice. 


There were also chits from Kodiak (B-7, al, bl, cl) 
and Ft. Richardson (B-1.1 a-d). These chits all bear 
the same number as those in illustrated in Benice. 


Which leads to a conclusion: Many of the surviving 
chits in collectors hands likely came from the same 
booklet.

M & N VARIETIES 


Ron Greene emailed stating that he had two examples 
of the M&N Bar & Billiard Hall token from Dawson 
(B-15a). One weighed 6.5 grams and the other 8.1 
grams. There was also a slight difference in diam- 
eter. He asked that I ask readers to weigh and mea- 
sure their M&N tokens. 


There are two other tokens from Dawson from this 
“mint:” Tanana Hotel and Nordale Hotel. The 
Nordale Hotel from Fairbanks is also from the same 
maker. 


The Fairbanks Nordale is also known with a curved 
base 2, and a straight base 2. 


So I will start this off with the examples from my 
collection: 


M&N: curved base 2, 6.44 grams, 38.08mm 
Tanana: curved base 2, 6.61 grams, 38.05mm 


Fbnks Nordale: straight base 2, 7.7 grams, 37.95mm 


If I were a betting man, I would guess that Ron has 
one each of the bases on the 2. 


Let me know what variety you have and I will pub- 
lish the results of the survey. No names will be re- 
vealed. 


NICK VAVICH & CO. 


When a maverick token appears on eBay attributed 
to Alaska, I am always skeptical. The seller attrib- 
uted this token to Douglas, and as a saloon token. 


This token appeared, and was sold before I had time 
to do any research. After it sold, I had time to con- 
sult the Library of Congress newspapers. 


The only appearance of Nick Vavich in all of the 
newspapers in the LoC is in the Alaska papers. He 
appears 35 times, mostly with ads in the Alaska Daily 
Empire. 


I checked the directories. Nick Vavich is not found 
in Alaska. Directories were not published every year. 
What seems to become apparent is that his tenure in 
Douglas was not very long, thus missing inclusion in 
the Directories, which end in 1912. 


He appears in the 1910 census, born in 1881 in Mon- 
tana. There are seven more Vavichs listed as being in 
Juneau, all the right age to be brothers. 


Nick Vavich first appears in the Douglas Island News 
on January 1, 1913 as the winner of a prize from Paul 
Bloedhorn Jewelers.

TRANSFER-EXPRESS 
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Orders Promptly Attended to 
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The Douglas Island News of May 10, 1916 reports 
that “Nick Vavich, proprietor of the Victor bar” has 
taken ill and will leave the next day on the steamer 
Spokane for Oregon. 


His death in Portland, Oregon is reported in the May 
31, 1916 issue of the Douglas Island News where he 
is again referred to as the “proprietor of the Victor 
bar and resident of Douglas.” Presumably the part- 
nership with Julius Jensen had already ended. 


Seward Gateway, Oct. 14, 1916 

Chris Viavich Shot Chris Vavich Down at Douglas. 
Douglas, Sept. 20 - Just before 12 o’clock today there 
was a shooting scrape in the Victor Bar on Front 
street when Chris Viavich took one shot at Chris 
Vavich. Fortunately the bullet struck the pocket of 
Vavich in which was a bunch of silver coins, the re- 
sult being that the latter was practically uninjured 
by the bullet except for a bruise, the money stopping 
the force of the ball. 


Chris Vavich, the man shot, is a brother of Nick Vavich 
who formerly conducted the Victor Bar. 


With all this, I think it is safe to assume that Nick 
Vavich was the owner of the Victor Bar in Douglas 
and the tokens were used there. 


The token is bronze, 20mm. 
Ads for the Victor Bar appear in the Alaska Daily 
Empire in late 1912 and early 1913 with no propri- 


etor shown. 


After Nick Vavich’s death, the business was closed.

RV SIKULIAQ 


These wooden coins were produced as part of the 
ceremonies for the launching of the research ice- 
breaker vessel, the RV Sikuliaq (see-KOO-lee-auk). 
The ship is the only ice-capable vessel in the US 
Research Fleet and was designed to work in the ice- 
edge areas of the polar seas, though mostly in the 
Arctic. It can break ice up to 2.5 feet thick and is 
powered by two diesel-electric engines. It is 260 feet 
long, slightly over 4,000 tons and rated at 3,000 horse- 
power. The name Sikuliag is an Inupiat word for 
“first year ice that is thick enough for a man to a 
walk on” and perfectly fits the research mission of 
the ship. 


The ship is owned by the National Science Founda- 
tion, and operated by the University of Alaska 
Fairbanks School of Fisheries and Ocean Sciences 
(SFOS; now the College of Fisheries and Ocean Sci- 
ences), based out of Seward, Alaska. SFOS received 
the NSF grant to design, build and operate the ship, 
which was launched on October 13, 2012, as shown 
on the coins. It was one of the very first funded 
“shovel ready” projects under the American Recov- 
ery and Reinvestment Act of 2009. The contract to 
build the ship was competitively bid and went to the 
Marinette Marine Corporation (MMC), in Marinette, 
Wisconsin, on the Menominee River which flows into 
Green Bay, on the western shore of Lake Michigan. 
The MMC has a long history of building Great Lakes 
ice breakers and had the ability to build the ship in- 
side a large hanger out of the weather. 


The three versions of the coins have the NSF, UAF/ 
SFOS and MMC logos on one side to commemorate 
the joint effort to build the ship. Around 500 of each 
version were made. 


There are several interesting stories about the build- 
ing and launch of the ship. One is that it was built 
like a super-large “Lego” kit. The various compo- 
nents (each about the size of a large house) were con- 
structed as independent modules, and then the mod- 
ules were assembled together in the hanger. MMC 
and UAF spent a year “building” the ship with com- 
puter models before any steel was cut, based on de- 
sign drawings. It was much easier to make modifica- 
tions on the computer, before assembly started. For 
example, we even built a plywood full-sized mock- 
up of the bridge, laboratories and other components 
of the ship, so that we could physically walk around 
the ship. In one case, the plywood model demon- 
strated that from the captain’s chair the views of the 
port and starboard windows on the bridge were 
blocked. We had to move some walls and equipment 
in order to solve the problem. Again, much easier 
done in plywood than metal. 


The ship does not have a rudder to steer, because it 
would be destroyed by ice during ice-breaking op- 
erations. Instead, the propellers are protected in 
cages and can rotate in any direction and can spin in 
both directions. Combined with strong bow-thrust- 
ers, the ship can almost spin around in a circle - criti- 
cal maneuvering ability in the ice. The complex gears

necessary to rotate the props are based on the gear 
heads found around the world in large wind turbines. 
In fact, because of the significant demand for these 
gear boxes in the wind-energy field, we had to order 
the gear-boxes four years before they were to be 
placed in the ship, which was still in the early draw- 
ing stages at the time. 
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On the day of the launch, we had about 500 attend- 
ees at the ceremony in Wisconsin. Most of us who 
had been working on the project knew the ship would 
launch sideways into the Menominee River. Many 
of our guests thought the ship would launch back- 
ward into the river, as is commonly seen in movies. 
As the launch bolts were released, the ship began to 
tilt sideways towards the water. There was a large 
gasp of dismay and shouts of “Oh NO!” all around 
me as many thought the ship was falling over side- 
ways. All was fine, and the ship made a tremendous 
splash as it hit the river. 
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What is not commonly known is that when a ship 
launches, it can float, but that is about all. It took 
another year of work with the ship outside in the river 
before we could sail it away from the yard. We took 
it for many trials in Lake Michigan, and then out 
through the St. Lawrence Seaway to the Atlantic, 
south to Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute, where 
it was outfitted with a great deal of its scientific gear, 
then south to the Panama Canal and ultimately up to 
Alaska. It arrived in Ketchikan in February 2015, to 
Juneau for more welcoming ceremonies, then to 
Seward for its commissioning in March.

BURGLARY AT 
ALASKA RARE COINS 


On Wednesday, October 28, we had a burglary at our 
store at about 3AM. The perpetrator entered a sec- 
ond floor office from an adjoining roof and cut a hole 
in the floor to gain entry into the store. Fortunately 
for us, the alarm went off when a fluorescent light 
fixture and ceiling tiles fell into the store. He did not 
gain entry into the store. 


While we have reason to believe that he “cased the 
joint,” this was really not well planned. We think 
the tools (hammer, chisel, hand saw) he used to cut a 
hole in the floor came from a supply closet in the 
hall on the second floor. One would think for a caper 
like this, one would come with power tools. We be- 
lieve he also stole a ladder from an adjoining roof to 
drop down into the shop. But... the ladder was 10 
feet long and he needed 12 feet. 


The accused has a record going back to at least 1997, 
with 45 arrests. In 2018 and 2019 he was arrested 5 
times in each year. While there were no arrests from 
2004 to 2008 (probably in jail), he has been arrested 
17 times since 2016. He has been arrested twice in 
2020, the first arrest preceding our burglary by only 
two weeks. 


Why is this man out on the streets? 


While this burglary does not appear to be well thought 
out, according the article in the Fairbanks Daily News 
Miner, he is capable of thinking ahead: 


“Xxxxx tried to use his cell phone after being placed 
in a holding cell at the Police Department. Police 
took the phone and saw that Xxxxx had texted a friend 
and asked the person to file his unemployment for 
him because he would be going to jail for a couple of 
months.” 


We can only hope that it is more than a couple of 
months. Where’s the Blue Ticket when you need it? 


If it were not for the mess he created for us and for 
one of our tenants upstairs, this whole event would 


be comical. 


For various reasons, I have not named the culprit.

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Offered by Federated Mint and their hired huck- 
ster, Mary Ellen Withrow, the 40th Treasurer of 
the United States, their full page ad in the Feb. 19, 
2018 issue of the Fairbanks Daily News Miner is 
loaded with hyperbole and fluff.

be proud. Obviously a bargain at $99. But that is the price per piece for the “full vault stack” which is not 
defined. They go on to say “Just be absolutely sure to keep the new .999 solid silver one ounce Alaska State 
Silver 100’s and numbered certificates of authenticity inside the protective vault cases.” 


Fortunately, we have only seen two examples of this “marketing scam.” These are one ounce of silver, and 
so thin, the back is a mirror image of the front. As to the numbered certificates of authenticity, both ex- 
amples we offer have the same “registration” number! 


We have available two examples of the “Alaska State Silver 100’s,” one in its original “protective vault 
case” and the other missing the case. First order gets the one in the case. Federated Mint thought that they 
were a bargain at $99. I feel guilty at... $40.00 each (plus actual postage)
